Our number of post office boxes, cover units 
and general delivery address facilities remained constant during the past 
quarter. We would like to obtain additional post office boxes, both to Increase 
our number of this type of facility and also to replace some of the older boxes 
now In use for reasons of good security practice. Unfortunately, however, post 
offloe boxes in the Frankfurt/M area are in great demand and consequently very 
difficult to obtain. We are currently exploring several possibilities In an 
effort to obtain additional post office boxes and hope to be able to report some 
progress In this direction In the near future.
